Last Day to 
File Your 
Tax Returns

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Mid- 


night tonight is the deadline for 
filing 1967 income tax returns 
and the government estimates 
18 million Americans watted un- 
til the past weekend to do it< 


To meet the legal deadline, 


returns must be postmarked by 
midnight but the rules have 
been stretched for persons af- 
fected by last week's racial vio- 
lence, including police, firemen 
and National Guardsmen called 
to duty, 


Persons whose records were 


lost or destroyed in the violence 
or were prevented from obtain- 
ing help in preparing their re- 
turns because of curfews or re- 
lated conditions may file late 
returns, 


But they must be filed as soon 


as possible and accompanied by 
letters explaining the circum- 
stances and reasons for the de- 
lay. 


The usual penalty for late fil- 


ing— 5 per cent monthly of the 
taxes due up to a maximum of 
25 per cent— will not be assessed 
but the interest must be paid- 
one half of one per cent of the 
taxes due. 


The Internal Revenue Service 


estimated that at least 5,2 mil- 
lion taxpapers will file returns 
today, the last contingent of 18 
million who had not acted by 
Friday. But the IRS added that 
three out of four taxpayers sent 
their returns in earlier. 


By midnight tonight, about 60 


million individual returns will 
have been filed, the agency 
said. IRS expects the total to 
reach a record 73.2 million by 
June.

right of imminent domain if we 
required a utility to have a 
going business before it laid its 
first trunk line for the distribu- 
tion of its product." 


The court said testimony show- 


ed without doubt that the canal 
was to serve as a trunk line 
for all other customers who 
might demand service south 
and west of Little River. 


"Under these circumstances, 


we hold that a preponderance 
of the evidence showy that the 
proposed ase of the canal by 
the water distribution district is 
for a public purpose," the court 
said. 


The court said that because o.f 


this, the appellants' argument 
that the trial court erred in find- 
ing that landowners had the bur- 
den of proving that the land 
was taken for private use had 
become a moot issue. 


The court modified the lower 


court's ruling, saying it erred 
in taking the fee title of the 
appellants' 
properties rather 


than taking an easement for 
right of way.

PEOPLE FEAR THE UNKNOWN 


Dear Helen: The rich can af- 


ford psychiatric help for their 
"different" children, or put them 
in private ''homes" which cost 
over $1,000 a month. But the 
poor, or middle-class people 
must decide between a State in- 
stitution or trying to keep them 
out of trouble at home. This 
usually means that your noigh- 
bors stay clear of you because 
they are afraid of the "crazy" 
one. 
You gradually lose your 


friends, because your life must 
revolve around the child who will 
be your charge all his life. 


If the child causes damage or 


hurts someone, the parents are 
blamol and ostracized with cries 
of, "Why didn't they put him a- 
way?' But if they DO put him 
In a cold, understaffed slate hos- 
pital, they can hardly live«with 
themselves. Moreover, our sons 
are borderline—not disturbed 
enough for hospitalization, yet 
too disturb^ and retarded for 
real life. 


Both of our boys started out 


as norms. I children. 
One al- 


most died from nnelectric shock 
at age nine. 
His learning ca- 


pacity stopped. 
At 23, he has 


the appetite of an adult in the 
mind of a child. He is always 
in trouble, mostly with delin- 
quent teoas. 


Our other sou's cerebral pal- 


sy wasn't apparent until ho star- 
ted school. He Ivis regained his 
coordination well, but he can't 
do mich more than read and 
write.

Takes Love and Patience 
To Toilet-Train Child

One mail brings letters from 


three mothers whose children 
are not toilet - trained. 
The 


youngest is a boy, 2'/2, who 
showed signs of being trained 
at the age of 20 months. Then 
a baby brother was born and 
now he is still in diapers. The 
advent of a baby in a family 
is often seen by the one who 
was formerly the baby of the 
family as a threatened loss of 
his mother's love. As a result 
the child may try to revert to 
babyhood in various ways— 
thumbsucking. preferring 
a 


bottle to drinking from a cup 
or r e f u s i n g to be toilet- 
trained. 


With such a child, it is im- 


portant, first of all, to be 
patient and not show displeas- 
ure with his behavior. Punish- 
ment will only make him feel 
more rejected 
and thus in- 


crease the problem. 
Second, 


every effort must be made to 
show him that your love is 
all - encompassing and 
that 


love for the new baby in no 
way diminishes love for him. 
When he is convinced of this 
he will start acting his age 
again. 


The second mother wonders 


whether the f a c t that her 
daughter, 3, is 
not 
toilet- 


trained might indicate a phys- 
ical defect. Most children by 
their third birthday will have 
learned to recognize the need 
to go to the toilet and will be 
able to attend to this function 
without assistance. There may 
still be accidents when the 
child is too absorbed in play- 
ing to heed the "call." A 
physical defect as a cause is 
so rare that the possibility can 
be dismissed.

Ouachita, Hamilton, and Greer's 
Ferry— but Millwood is like none 
of them, It's a strange mixture 
of lake and flooded river. 


For when you leave the main 


pool you find yourself going up 
flooded 
Little 
River between 


tree-lined 
banks. Before 
the 


coming of Millwood Dam you put 
in at Allen's Ferry, just above 
Fulton, 
went up to White Oak 


Shoals in normal water, pulled 
your boat over the shoals, and 
continued as far as Jack's Is- 
land, 
35 miles upstream from 


Allen's Ferry. 
In high water, 


of course, you could run clear 
to White Cliffs, 50 miles from 
the ferry. 
Now things 
are 


changed drastically. 


With 
Millwood backing 
up 


Little River you can cruise al- 
most 
unlimitedly— to Cotton- 


wood Shoals, 15 to 20 miles west 
of U. S. Highway 71, virtually 
to Oklahoma. 


For this I take the word of 


Warren 
Butler, who piloted us 


Friday in a Corps of Engineers 
runaboaut. 
Our farthest point 


Friday, actually, was the intake 
for the canal which carries Mill- 
wood water to the Nekoosa-Ed- 
wards paper mill near Ashdown. 
The intake is on Yarborough 
Lake, west of the main channel 
of the river. It's a stump-filled 
bayou which should be negotiated 
cautiously 
in normal 
water.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas Supreme Court ruled 
today that the Southwest Arkan- 
sas Water District could legally 
condemn property in order to 
build pipelines and a canal to 
transport water from the Mill- 
wood Dam Reservoir on Little 
River. 


Several Little River County 


landowners filed suit in Little 
River Circuit Court in an effort 
to block the taking of the land. 


The six-mile canal at this 


time provides water only for the 
new 
Nekoosa-Edwards 
Paper 


Co. near Ashdcwn. 


The high court cited an 1893 


case in its ruling. It said the 
1893 case allowed a railroad to 
institute imminent domain pro- 
ceedings to build an additional 
side track. 


The high court said the water 


district stood in much the same 
position as did the railroad, 


"Our position would be other- 


wise if Nekoosa-Edwards Paper 
Co. were the only customer to 
have a right to use the water," 
wrote Associate Justice Conley 
Byrd n the 6-0 ruling. Justice 
Lyle Brown did not participate.

WASHINGTON (AP) - In the

Only about 15 bullets were 


used in coping with the recent 
wave of looting and burning in 
Washington, according to o.ffl* 
cial reports, the troops did not 
injure anyone with gunfire. But 
tear gas was used liberally, 


The violence in Washington 


and scores of other cities was a 
crucial test of the Army's tac* 
tics for coping with civil disor- 
ders, 


Negroes in more than 100 cit- 


ies reacted to the death of Dr, 
Martin Luth-?r King Jr, by some 
form of disorder and about 40 
lives were lost. By comparison, 
the Newark and Detroit riots 
last year had a combined toll of 
66. 


Thus, top officers say the 


Army feels the recent disorders 
show the homework the Army

Swift mobilization of power

all ages are ingesting drugs in 
greater

As a starting point for re- 


search into drug abuse, Yolles 
suggests looking into the causes 
of alienation- that withdrawal 
from the world that lias been 
characterized as "a refusal uf 
what is, without a vision of what 


should 
be." 


As a disease of the young, al- 


ienation 
has probably existed 


since the first gap opened be- 
tween 
the 
generations, 
but 


Yolles believes it is now "wider, 
deeper and more diffuse than at 
any previous time in our histo- 
ry." 


"It affects the rich and the 


pour," he says, ''the college stu- 
dent and the school drop-out, 
the urban and rural youngster."
